substance to their stated 
fears. 

And according to Dun- 
can's order, McKeen 
admitted that he had not 
relied on any documented 
support for the theory that 
racial segregation reduced 
tension among inmates. 

Duncan also held that 
reception inmates could be 
segregated only if McKeen 
issues a written statement 
of his reason for the 


segregation. 
“This court,” Duncan 
said, “does not by this 


order mandate that every 
cell must be integrated. 
The order simply requires 
that race not be used as a 
factor in assigning prison- 
ers to cells."” 

Duncan issued the order 
in response to a prelimi- 
nary injunction to halt 
those practices, requested 


by the U.S. Justice Depart- 
ment and the American 
Civil Liberties Union. 

Duncan further stressed 
that prison official testified 
that the facility is the only 
Ohio prison where prison- 
ers are routinely racially 
segregated on their recep- 
tion. And he. also noted that 
prison officials could cite 
no basis for segregating 
prisoners at reception 
other than a common 
sense attitude that it 
reduced tension.

Winners are required to 
attend a three hour 
conference to go over the 
120 day contract they will 
be signing with the City. 
The contract is divided into 
two sections. The first 60 
days are utilized by the 
homesteader to develop 
rehabilitation plans. The 
last 60 days are used 
to obtain financing. 

While in the conference 
the homesteader is briefed 
on how a city technician 
will inspect the house, 
once it is financed, and 
explain all of the existing 
code violations. The 
technician will be working 
with the homesteader 
throughout the rehabilita- 
tion process monitoring 
the contractors’ work as 
well as any work the 
homesteader does. 

“We encourage all. of 
our homesteaders to do 
some of the work, but only 
what they're qualified to 
do,” explained Kenneth 
Angel, coordinator for the 
homestead program. 


their homes as soon as 
possible," said Angel. “But, 
the house must be 
habitable.” To be consid- 
ered habitable, the house 

must “have one bedroom ~ 
completed (for two people 
sharing: a bedroom) and 
sanitary cooking facilities. 

Once the homesteader 
moves in the house he will 
receive a certificate of 
occupancy and four years 
from that date, the property 
then becomes theirs. 

One _homesteader who 
will become sole owner of 
his home this year is 
William McDonald, of 515 
N. Ohio. At the age of 82, 
McDonald is the oldest 
homesteader in the 
program, and will be one of 
the first to complete his 
four year requirement. 

A retired real estate 
salesman,-McDonald 
believes the homestead 
program has been a 
blessing to a lot of people 
who could not afford a 
home any other way. “l 
wouldn't have a house now 
if it had not been for this 
program,” he said. 

“All of the evidence 
indicates the homestead 
program will be a success 
and it has been up to this 
stage," stated Angel. “We 
are getting vacant houses 
everyday.”

Lawyer Banned

Fred L. Newsom Jr., 
former attorney for the 
union, had been charged 
with violations of the Code 
of Professional Responsi- 
bility by the Columbus Bar 
Association. 

The Bar acted on 
recommendation of its 
Board of Commission on 
Grievances and Discipline 
which—_found Newsom 
guilty of breaching the 
Code of Professional 
Responsibility, and recom- 
mended his indefinite 
suspension. 

The Supreme Court, bya 
unanimous vote, found 
“ample facts to justify the 
board's determination’ 
indefinitely suspending 
Newsom from the practice 
of law.

pleading guilty to a 
misdemeanor before (!S 
District Judge Joseph

Oiling The Skids 


There is no question but that 


the United State's economy is ~ 


sliding down the skids on foreign 
oil slicks. 

A personal check of seven 
European countries, found no 
gasoline shortages.

Detractors Thwarted 


Persons attending the Awards 
dinner by PUSH for Atty. John H.

Putting Weber Decision 
In Proper Prospective 


The recent U.S. Supreme Court 
decision saying employers may 
voluntarily establish. affirmative 
action programs aimed at hiring 
and promoting minorities, 
doesn't mean very much, unless 
minorities force employers to do 
so. 

That was the way three promi- 
nent Columbus blacks assessed 
the . effectiveness of the high 
court's ruling in the now cele- 
brated Weber reverse discrimina- 
tion case. 

The trio, Linda Howard, an 
associate professor of law at Ohio 
State University, Frank Lomax, 
executive director of the Colum- 
bus Urban League, and Tom Ful- 
love, president of the Columbus 
NAACP, voiced their opinion of 
the Weber case finding in separ- 
ate CALL & POST interviews. 

Ms. Howard said “Weber itself, 
doesn't do anything. It simply 
opens up the way for employers 
to set up affirmative action plans 
voluntarily. 

“The high court's decisionin no: 
way instructed employers to 
establish affirmative action 
plans,” she said, and added: 

“Employers can now without 
fear of reverse discrimination 
suits, establish affirmative action 
plans. And blacks should not just 
sit back and wait for employers to 
do what the court said it may do,” 
she stated. 4 

Although Lomax said the deci- 
sion_is “a breath of fresh air for 
affirmative action programs,” he 
cautioned that the decision is far 
from solving the job problems of 
blacks. 

“We still can't sit back and say 
hurrah for the Supreme Court,” 
he said. 

“We still have to push for strong 
affirmative action plans in this 


city and in this country, for the 
Supreme Court will not design an 
affirmative action plan,” he 
observed. 

While he said that everyone 
concerned about justice in 
employment should “feel good" 
about the decision, Lomax added: 
“The decision should not be inter- 
preted to medn a solution for 
blacks in the job market, but view 
it as the legal right by employers 


. to “go about setting up voluntary 


affirmative action plans." 

To further put the court deci- 
sion in proper. prospective, 
Lomax pointed out that even with 
affirmative action plans, most 
blacks have not obtained living 
standards proportionate to that of 
whites. “For the masses of black 
people in this country, the Ameri- 
can dream is yet to be realized,” 
he concluded. 

The decision, according to Ful- 
love, was in part due to the active 
campaign waged by blacks to 
maintain affirmative action 
programs. 

“It tells me that without all the 
opposition coming from all the 
different organizations, Weber 
may have slipped out in small 
print. The case may also have 
been decided differently had 
blacks not made the need for 
affirmative action plans, known,” 
Fullove stated 

To be sure, there are those who 
will ‘vigorously disagree with the 
conclusions of Howard, Lomax 
and Fultove; butacaretul analysis 
of the court's decision will show 
that voluntarily affirmative action 
was the bottom line. 

And as Ms. Howard noted, the 
court has simply cleared the legal 
path for employers to set up affir- 
mative action plans, but left it up 
to minorities to insist on it being 
done.

One of the most important thin: act: 
happen in the political life of Cleveland, 
took place last Monday when most of the 
Black political leaders got together ang 
agreed on a program of unity. 

For years this has been one of the most 


4 elusive ingredients in Black Political life. 


Traditionally and historiéally, every polit-- 
ical candidate and party have operated on 

the premises that they could count on 

dividing Blacks up. 

The bitter lessons of the past are hope- 
fully being learned at long last. The meet- 
ing that ended in the endorsement of 
Councilman Basil Russo was importantin 
that a group of political leaders were able 
to sit down together - project objectives, 
listen to candidates - discuss their relative 
merits - take a vote and abide bythe 
majority. 

The only other time this kind of racial 
unity was obtained was when Cari Stokes 
organized the 21st District Caucus. This 
event shook Cleveland's political citadels 
to their foundations, 

For the first time the voice of the Negro 
was heard’in the inner sanctums of the. 


| political parties. They didn't like it but 


Carl Stokes made them lump it. Black pol- 

itical power reached its highest heights 

during the heydays of the Caucus,

AFFIRMA TIVE ACTION GETS 


BOOST FROM COURT 


The Supreme Court's decision in the Weber 
case removes a major question mark hanging 
over affirmative action programs in 
employment. 

The Court gave voluntary affirmative action 
programs its stamp of legal approval, and 
filled in- some legal blanks in defining 
permissible steps to overcome;,the effects of 
racial discrimination. 

Last year's Bakke ruling was vague, but it 
did affirm the Court's long-standing 
commitment to affirmative action that 
redresses past dscrimination. Weber. is 
important because it extends the affirmative 
action remedy to societal discrimination 
without regard to whether the specific 
employer has a history of past discrimination 
or not. 

Weber and his supporters argued that'in the 
absence of a finding of past discriminatory 
practices at Kaiser Aluminum Company's 
Gramercy plant, the company and the union 
hd no right’to institute a program granting 
preference to blacks. 

In fact there was a mass ‘of evidence 
showing that blacks indeed were 
discriminated against. Less than two percent 
of the skilled jobs at the plant. were heid by 
blacks, although the area's workforce was 40 

percent black 


But that evidence never came up in the 
lower courts that ruled against the affirmative 
action plan. Since blacks.who had suffered 
discrimination in the past could sue 
companies that refused to hire them, it was in 
the interest of.the company and its union to 
refuse to admit to such discrimination. 

Weber also claimed that the Civil Rights Law 
of 1964 that outlaws racial discrimination in 
employment. also bans racial. consideration 
that favor minorities. 

That ‘claim turns the law on its head, as the 
Court's decision makes clear. The Court ruled 
that Congress clearly intended to encourage 
the private sector to voluntarily remove the 
last vestiges of racial discrimination through 
racé-consCious affirmative action plans. 

Weber had plenty of support from people 
who argue affirmative action is really a 
form of reverse discrimination against whites. 
That's an incredibleclaim in a society in which 
blacks continue to be relegated to the worst 
jobs and to restricted opportunities. 

In fact, the Weber case itself is proof that 


affirmative action doesn't harm whites. The”

And they must be temporary measures to 
eliminate racial imbalance. 

We must be mindful of the fact that Weber 
took place against the backdrop of a growing 
gap between blacks and whites. Blacks are 
experiencing Depression-level unemploy- 
ment, and we are locked into low wage, 
marginal jobs. There is still massive resistance 
to black needs. 

So the Weber geciston may have an 
important impact “on black employment 
Opportunities. It offers hope that affirmative 
action will be an important tool to forge racial 
equality in America. 

The Court's sanction of voluntary 
affirmative action plans suggests a positive 
Obligation“ for private employers to press 
ahead with broad, comprehensive affirmative 
action.

Abraham Lincoln would 
have done about slavery, 
because the South got 
panicky over his election to 
the presidency, and slavery 
ceased to exist in the 
United States. But there 
has been another great 

emancipation and that has 

been to the benefit of the 
retiring workingman. He no- 
longer stands and listens to 
some company president 
pouring out praises for his 
service and then handing 
him a gotd watch, which is 
‘followed by the worker 
facing bleakness for the 
future with too many 
privations and no income. 

The change came about 
during the second. presi- 
dency of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt when the Social 
Security measure was 
passed requiring manage- 
ment and worker to 
contribute monies out of 
each pay-check to result in 
the retiring worker 
receiving a monthly check 
of subsistence for the 
remainder of his life. It was 
one of the major steps by 
the government in plann- 
ing the future of this nation. 

FOR, as President 
Roosevelt was well known, 
angered a lot of Americans 
by guiding the country into 
World War I! after promis- 
ing that no American moth- 
er’s son would go across 
the water to fight. But he 
left a legacy when he 
pushed for Social Security 
so that millions of Ameri- 
cans over the labor hillican 
look a little past a bleak 
future. 

One has a good notion 
that FDR was liberal 
towards the black people of 
the nation. He did not turn 
the gcevernment offices 
topsy turvy with black 
workers, but he was not a 
bigot towards the blacks. 

For instance, when the 
Father Divine cult bought a 
house making him their 
neighbor in Hyde Park, he 
was asked by lilly-white 
residents what he thought 
of the shouting, hand clap- 
ping cult living so close to 
him> He replied that they 
probably would make as 
good neighbors .as any 
others. 

He and Mrs. Roosevelt 
rushed to the side of the 
black contralto, Marian 
Anderson, when she was 
refused the use of Consti- 
tutional Hall for a concert, 
and provision was made for 
her concert to be an open- 
air_affair_ at Lincoln's 
Memorial. 

Prior to the opening days 
of Worid War Il, there was 
open discrimination 
against black people in the 
southern half of Ohio, and 
it seemingly changed in a 
very short time. It has been 
believed that FDR passed a 
word along. The good will 
and support of the black 
people was needed to fight 
a major war. 

The man's attitude 
towards one people is nota 
selling point to raise him to 
a national holiday level but 
that act of providing a fair 
living for retirees was a 
major step in public wel- 
fare. It brought dignity to 
the recipient for he has 
realized that he has con- 
tributed his money towards 
the Social Security and that 
it is not all just charity.

NEW YORK -- Music 
beats in the hearts of 
blacks like no other people 
imaginable. You can talk 
about Bach, but everybody 
knows music started. with 
the beat of adrumin Africa. 
First came bongo-bongo 
then Beethoven. Through 
generations of staccato 
beats and improvisation it 
is fairly obvious that blacks 
inherited a soul for music 
dating back to Noah's Ark. 
So one has to raise an 
eybrow at the figure stem- 
ming from a study of 121 
symphony orchestras 
throughout the United 
States. Not one Is black. 

And of some 20,000 pro- 
fessional musicians in all of 
them only about 150 blacks 
are inthe pit. There is much 
more to this sordid- picture 
of rank discrimination -- an 
expert calls the orchestra 
pit “a closed shop,” more 
for whites only than equa! 
opportunity: 

Full justice cannot be 
done on this subject in the 

space allotted for just one 
column, so this is the 
beginning of a series of at 
least two. One facet of the 
vast musical panorama 
involves the Washington - 
based National Endow- 
ment for the Arts. It is a 
mammoth Federal agency 
which dispenses more than

Does, indeed, history repeat itself? Just at the time we 
blacks needed Frederick Douglass most -- a century ago 
when federal troops were withdrawn from the South and 
-nightriders and the Ku Klux Klan were taking over -- we 
_ divided against-him-because he had. taken a white 
wife 

Now at atime when we need the NAACP most, we find 
it divided’and engaged in a bitter internecine war in Jarge® 
part because Walter White back in 1950 divorced his black 
wife of 27 years and married Poppy Cannon, a white 
magazine editor 

For 40 vears, there has been little more relation between 
the NAACP and the NAACP Legal Defense Fund than there 
is between lightning and a lightning bug, but it has been 
one of the best kept secrets ever ; 


Although the NAACP and the NAACP Legal Defense 
Fund had been divided into a loose confederation since 
1939 with Walter White heading the parent organization

The problem of inequality is a 
familiar one: the focus of Unequal Americans is on how 
best to cope with it. 

After a brief consideration of the recent history of inter- 
group .relations, John Slawson provides a conceptual 
framework for the problem by posing key theoretical 
questions: Can human attitudes be changed? What is the 


relation between group identity and mental health? How 
is bigotry related to personality? Can distinctions be 
made in genetic capacity among racial and ethnic 


groups? 


Ideological issues, such as the proper role of govern- 
ment in human relations, and the truemeaning of affirma- 
tive action, are also discussed. Slawson’s treatment of the 
impirical problems inherent in intergroup relations is par- 
ticularly useful. His practical discussions of the effective- 
ness of: schoo! busing. mass protests, and political 
pressure are informed and authoritative 

Landmark court decisions and Congressional passage 
of civil rights legislation have helped secure the human 
rights of all Americans over the past three decades. Still, 
despite much government action, true equality of oppor- 
tunity is still an unfulfilled dream. Long after overt dis- 
crimination is outlawed, prejudices linger on to impeded 
the progress of blacks, certain ethnic, and religious 


groups, and women.
